11 August 1900 on a copy of the 1 cent of 1892. The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency was 2 cents. 


There is also a Penang “T” (Taxe) mark as well as a a blue manuscript 1/5c to denote the deficiency in 
French centimes. There is also a Stretford arrival mark of 4 September 1900. Additionally a London

Overweight envelope from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Richmond, Indiana, USA 
postmarked DE 31 1901 on a pair of the 4 cents of 1899. The rate was 8 cents per % oz and 
the deficiency was also 8 cents. 
There is a (Singapore?) “T” mark under the due stamps and a blue manuscript “25c” to denote the 
deficiency in French centimes, a 1902 binocular “New York””’Due/10/Cents” transit mark and a pair of 
the 5 cents postage due stamp of 1895. On the reverse is a Richmond arrival mark of FEB 1 1902.

Underpaid postcard from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Maidstone, England. The card is 
the 1 cent internal rate card of 1884 up rated with the 1 cent of 1902 and is postmarked FE 11 1903. 
The rate was 3 cents and the underpayment 1 cent. 

There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) marking in an inverted triangle as well as a manuscript “Sc” in blue to 
denote the unpaid postage in French centimes. On arrival in England a London postage due marking 
was applied of a large “1d/ F.B.”. There is no other transit or arrival mark.

Singapore March/April 1903 


Underpaid overweight letter from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Cardiff, Wales partly paid by a 
pair of the 3 cents of 1902 postmarked 7 March 1903. The rate was 8 cents and the deficiency 2 cents. 
There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle as well as manuscript “5<” and ‘2” in PVE to 

denote the deficiency in French centimes and a double weight letter. On arrival in England a “1d/ F.S./ D” 

London postage due mark was applied. The Cardiff arrival mark of 3 April 1903 is on the reverse.

Singapore May/June 1903 


Unpaid postcard (Singapore, Collyer Quay) from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to St Menehould, 
France postmarked 11am on 20 May 1903. The rate, and the deficiency, was 3 cents. 
There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle as well as a manuscript “1/10c’ in blue to 
denote the unpaid postage in French centimes. On arrival a 10c French postage due stamp was applied 
with an arrival mark of 13 June 1903.

Unpaid postcard (Singapore, Quays) from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Ste Menehouid, 
France postmarked 20 May 1903. The rate, and the deficiency, was 3 cents. 
There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle as well as a blue manuscript * {o ” to 
denote the unpaid postage in French centimes. On arrival a 10c French postage due stamp was applied 
with an arrival mark of 13 June 1903.

Underpaid reply postcard (no message and reply half still attached so philatelic) from Penang, Straits 
Settlements, Malaya to Berne, Switzerland. The card is the 1 cent plus 1 cent internal rate card of 1886 
postmarked NO 4 190(3). The rate was 3 cents and the underpayment 2 cents. 

There is a Penang “T” (Taxe) marking in an inverted triangle as well as a manuscript " f ©” in blue to 
denote the unpaid postage in French centimes. On arrival in Switzerland a manuscript “20” was applied 
and a postmark of Bern of 26 XI 03. There is also a horizontal pair of the Swiss 10 cents postage due 
stamps of 1889, postmarked 27 XI 03, to collect the 20 cents due. 
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MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS

March 1904 


PPC (Penang) with a 3 cents stamp of the Straits Settlements but posted in West Brompton, London SW 
on 29 MR 04 to Yorkshire. The stamp was invalid in Britain and there is a boxed London “Contrary to 
Regulations/ SW” mark. The rate and the deficiency was ‘4d. 

There is a London SW transit mark also on MR 29 04. The Halifax, Yorkshire arrival mark is MR 30 04. 
There is also a “1d/ 79” mark to indicate that postage due of 1d was charged.

July 1904 


Underpaid red band letter from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Saigon, Cochin-China 
(French Indo-China) partly paid by a copy of the 4 cents of 1904 on the reverse postmarked JY 18 1904. 
The rate was & cents and the deficiency 4 cents. 

There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle together with a manuscript “75” in blue to 
denote the deficiency in French centimes. The Saigon arrival mark of 24 JUL 04 is on a 30 centimes 
postage due stamp used in all the French colonies. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS

Underpaid letter endorsed “via Brindisi’ from Xavier's Institution in Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya to 
Cincinnati, USA postmarked 25 November 1904 on a copy of the 4 cents of 1904. The rate was 8 cents 
and the deficiency was 4 cents. There is a Penang “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle. 

On arrival in the US a binocular “New York/ 24 December”Due/6/cents” mark was applied. There is a 
Cincinnati arrival mark of 25 December 1904 on the reverse . Also on the obverse is a 2 cent 
precancelled US postage due stamp of 1894, a similar 4 cent stamp having being removed.
